CAPS HATTIBN, June TXOopyrighted telegraiiL)-The Amerioan fleet yesterday bombarded Santi- 
ago for three and a half hours, orumbling the forts to dmst and killing a large number of Spanish soldiers. 

The land attack by the Cubans was as bold and effective as the attack by the fleet. The American 
army landed and attacked the city from the surrounding hills with their heavy siego guns, sending a 
perfect hail of shot and shell on Santiago. The Spanish advioes admit that their losses were very heavy 
both in men and in dismantled fortifloations« 

It is reliably reported that one Spanish cruiser (the Mercedes) was sunk.

1 he Cubans report that only four or Ato of thoir number were wounded in their attack upon tha city by land, and that none were killed. 

The Amerioani i ulfered no damart at all, no ona bainr oTon reported as wounded. 

The damata dona by tha big suns of tha American fleet and by tha Oubans was tremendous. Tha torts wire crumbled and the other for* 
tiflcatioas randarad worthless. It is claimed that tha Onbami captured tha outpostf of Santiago, and that tha Amaricans exploded the Spanish 
magaainaa with their bit siaga guns. t 

A cable from'Santiago admits that panic, raigna in that city ; that tha pafple are aU flaaing to tha hills, as tha defeat of Admiral Oarvera and 
the capture of Santiago are now abaolutely certain.
